The Have A Heart Fund Committee Chairman, 
Sam Simpson this week announced the names of the 
fund drive steering committee, as well as names of 
contributors, as initial pledges and donations topped 
the $2300 mark. 

The drive is aimed at raising $15,000 for two 
automatic heart deftbrilators which could help 
Sierra Madre’s emergency medical technicians dou¬ 
ble their chances of saving heart attack victims. 

Serving as co-chairman is Jan Maddox, and 
Richard Mays, Fire Department treasurer, is 
treasurer of the fund drive. 

Fire Chief Ed Tracy and Assistant Chief Roger 
Lowe were named as committee members, along 
with John Buchan and Bryce Tyler, both Life Mem¬ 
bers of the Volunteer Fire Dept. 

Three medical personnel were also named, in¬ 
cluding Dr. William White of the Sierra Madre 
Medical Clinic, Dr. Russell Maatz, director of 
emergency medical services at Methodist Hospital in 
Arcadia, and Denise Sutton, administrator of the 
Sierra Madre Skilled Nursing Facility. 

Jan Reed, editor-publisher of The News and 
member of the board of directors of Methodist 
Hospital, will also serve as a committee member, as 
well as former Sierra Madre mayors James 
Abernethy and Ralph Rule, the later currently a 
director of the San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water 
District. 

Four well-known citizens who have overcome 
heart problems themselves will comprise the re¬ 
mainder of the committee: Kay Rule, Arlie and John 
Hahn who is also a member of the Sierra Madre 
SNF; and Christopher Valencia, member of the 
board of the Sierra Madre Chamber of Commerce. 

“All of the members of our committee are 
aware of the life-saving goal for which we are striv¬ 
ing,” stated Simpson. “All of them have been close 
to people who have had problems and possibly could 

have been saved if their immediate care had included 
an automatic defibrillator. The Fire Department 


personnel, the medical personnel and those who 
have had problems themselves are particularly aware 
of how important this equipment can be and how it 
literally can mean the difference between life and 
death.” 

Among the initial pledges and contributions 
were several medical facilities and cardiologist 
groups who demonstrated their enthusiasm for the 
drive by sending donations. They include the Sierra 
Madre Medical Clinic, Burlison & Reeves Medical 
Clinic, Sierra Madre Skilled Nursing Facility, the 
Getzen Cardiology Group and Jerry Kay, M.D., car¬ 
diologist

August is cleanup time 
for Sierra Madre downtown 


Positive things are taking place in downtown 
Sierra Madre; storefronts are being painted, renova¬ 
tions are underway and several new businesses have 
opened during the past 43 days. 

“How a downtown looks is very important. 
Shoppers and residents alike are sensitive to their en¬ 
vironment. With initial strong support from the city. 
Main Street has launched a month - long effort to 
conduct numerous clean up projects downtown,” 
Project Manager Ron Hutson explained. 
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Main Street steering committee members Doug 
Delahooke, Don Grossman, Cecilia Larson, Jerry 
Meyer, Don Murphy, Jan Reed and Tracy Miller are 
contacting local merchants, clubs and 
organizations, inviting them to participate. 

“Downtown business people and property 
owners are encouraged to sweep their sidewalks dai¬ 
ly and to pick up the trash, not push it into the street 
gutters. We’ve suggested they get together with their 
neighbors, wash down store fronts, weed tmd replant 
store front planters, weed street tree wells and 
engage in friendly block competitions,” Hutson 
stated. 

Steering committee members suggest a quick 
look around downtown by club and organization 
members can identify two- or three-hour work pro¬ 
jects. Scrubbing down street trash containers, clean¬ 
ing bus shelters, conducting a general litter pick up 
patrol or weeding lamp pole flower buckets seem ob¬ 
vious choices. 

Plans are underway to hold a mid-day picnic 
style get together on Saturday, Aug. 27, to officially 
complete the clean up demonstration project. 

“Main Street downtown revitalization is a con¬ 
cept, a ‘do it ourselves’ philosophy. Everything 
that’s done to improve downtown is important. We 
arc optimistic this initial opportunity for business 
community involvement will be successful,” Hutson 
commented.

City Council cancels parking 
lot contract; adopts budget 


City improvements and tlie time it takes to 
accomplish it were the chief items of discussion 
at the Sierra Madre City Council meeting Aug. 
9. Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow remarked on the 
three years that it has been since the Mariposa 
parking lot was first proposed and Ron Coleman, 
chairman of the Parks and Recreation Commis¬ 
sion presented stories from the Sierra Madre News 
showing that approval was granted for improve¬ 
ment of the Coburn bicycle access to Sierra Vista 
Park in every year since 1983 and for new rest¬ 
rooms adjacent to Heasley Field since 1985. “We 
have only so much money and so much staff,” 
said city administrator James McRae, “and we 
have to combine jobs to get heavy equipment to 
come up here.” 

Most immediate business was the approval 
ol S3,872,(XK) city budget for the fiscal year 
1988-89 which passed without opposition. In¬ 
cluded arc 4'<14% salary increases for city employees 
and provisions for long needed street improve¬ 
ments. 

The city budget will be available lo the public 
next week in the adniinisiraiion olfices at the 


City Hall. 

Streets scheduled for resurfacing are Grand¬ 
view and Auburn, Highland between Michillitula 
and Coburn, Maiposa between Michillinda and 
Lima, Lima from Sierra Madre to Orange Grove 
and Mount Wilson Trail, its private section to be 
tlnanced by the residents. Some of the money for 
these improvements will come from gasoline taxes. 

Trees will be trimmed on South Baldwin, 
Highland and Grandview, where 12 trees are being 
removed by a construction project. Replacement 
and extension of water lines will also be paitly 
a.ssisted by funds from the Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency. 

The Mariposa Parking lot project is moving 
slowly because only two of the five businesses 
involved have given their official agicement to 
participate. According to stipulations bv the Coun 
cil, unless all five had agreed by .'Vugiist 1, the 
contract would be dropped. A motion bv Hiuce 
Crow that under the circumstances, the C ouncil 
terminate the contract w ih the W illdan (. onipnny, 
get the approvals necessary bv the Mam Sirn-i 
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California — No. 1 in theft 

California, proud of its “first-in-every- 
thing” image, is also first in the nation in 
auto thefts. Our oolden state, according 
to the National Automobile Theft Bureau, 
leads the country with 205,597 vehicles 
stolen in 1986. Seventy-five percent of 
this whopping figure (which includes 
trucks, buses and motorcycles) are auto¬ 
mobiles. 

If that isn’t depressing enough, there 
in now only a 60 percent chance your sto¬ 
len car will be recovered, says the Nation¬ 
al Automobile Club. Today’s thieves are 
professionals whose main purpose is to 
strip cars and sell the parts. Money maga¬ 
zine reports that the parts needed to build 
a $10,600 Camaro in 1985, sold for $37,000 
in 1987. 

In an attempt to discourage these 
steal and strip criminals, a 1987 federal 
law now mandates that a car’s vehicle 
identification number be stamped 
onto 14 parts (including transmissions, 
engines, doors and bumpers) of models 
most frequently stolen or stripped. 

Among the 84 models designated by 
the National Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 
minstration as having the most “theft 
appeal” are the Pontiac Firebird, Chevrolet 
Camaro, Mazda RX-7, Chevrolet Corvette, 
Buick Riviera, Chevrolet Monte Carlo, 
Buick Regal, Pontiac Grand Prix, Cadillac 
Eldorado and Toyota Supra. 

The list changes dramatically in 
California, however. Kent Milton, spokes¬ 
person for the California Highway Patrol, 
reports that the 10 most stolen cars during 
1987 were the ’83 Toyota Celica; ’66 and 
’67 Volkswagon “Bugs”; ’84 Toyota CST; 
’76, ’77 and ’78 Datsun 210; ’82 Toyota; 
’76 and ’77 Toyota Corolla. 

There are precautions you can take to 
deter theft, says NAC president Arthur 
Hedges, ranging from no-cost parking 
techniques to high tech, high-cost devices. 

Most obvious in the “free” category is 
removing your keys and locking your car 
at all times. Many drivers totally disregard 
this basic precaution. The FBI reports that 
one out of five stolen cars was left un¬ 
locked, and in 20 percent of auto theft 
cases, keys were left in the ignition. Al¬ 
ways turn your wheels toward the curb. This 
will lock the steering wheel and make the 
car more difficult to tow. Always set your 
parking brake or, if you have a stick shift, 
put your car in gear as well. 

^ Engraving your car with conspicuous 
identification marks, etched by an auto 
y.*'-. shop on outside parts such as the wind- 
r shield or bumper, has proven to be an ef- 
' fective deterrent because thieves know 
marked parts will be harder to sell. 

But thousands of car owners prefer 
burglar alarms. The most common is a 
touch-sensitive device, which often goes 
off at the least provocation, emitting a wail 
heard for blocks. Experts say the noise 
only scares off inept thieves; skilled 
crooks know how to disengage built-in- 
alarms, now standard on BMWs, Corvettes 
and Mercedes Benz. 

if a thief hasn’t been foiled by an 
alarm, the next best protection is a gadget 
that prevents the car from starting. If you 
decide on this device, be sure that the 
switch (wired to the car’s electrical system) 
is well hidden. If not, it’s a simple move to 
cut the wires and drive off. 

Summer travel warning

Summer is a darrgerous time to hit 
the road. 

More people lose their lives in traffic 
accidents during the months of June, July 
arxi August than at any other time through¬ 
out the year, according to the Greater 
Los Angeles Chapter National Safety 
Couftcil. 

Many of these deaths could have been 
prevented if the victims had chosen 
to wear their safety belts. 

If your summer vacation involves 
long-distance driving, have a qualified 
mechanic give your vehicle a thorough 
check before you start out. Cooling sys¬ 
tems, brakes, belts, tires, engine fluids 
and lights are most likely to give you 
problems. 

The Los Angeles Safety Council sug¬ 
gests that you store in your vehicle a jack, 
spare tire, half-inch thick plywood board 
to support the jack, lug wrench, wrenches, 
screwdrivers, flashlight, electrical tape 
and wire, fire extinguisher, reflective tri¬ 
angles, jumper cables and a gallon of 
water. 

If your engine overheats, which is 
one of the most common summer car 
problems, shut off all accessories, in¬ 
cluding the air conditioner. Open all win¬ 
dows and turn on the heater to force 
coolant through the motor. If the gauge 
reaches its limlL pull the car safely off the 
roed and shut off the motor. Raise the hood 
to alloie better circulation of air around 
the hot engine, but do not touch the 
radiator cap or cooling system parts until 
they hove cooled.

California, proud of its “first-in-every- 
thing” image, is also first in the nation in 
auto thefts. Our qolden state, according 
to the National Automobile Theft Bureau, 
leads the country with 205,597 vehicles 
stolen in 1986. Seventy-five percent of 
this whopping figure (which includes 
trucks, buses and motorcycles) are auto¬ 
mobiles. 

If that isn’t depressing enough, there 
in now only a 60 percent chance your sto¬ 
len car will be recovered, says the Nation¬ 
al Automobile Club. Today’s thieves are 
professionals whose main purpose is to 
strip cars and sell the parts. Money maga¬ 
zine reports that the parts needed to build 
a $10,600 Camaro in 1985, sold for $37,000 
in 1987. 

In an attempt to discourage these 
steal and strip criminals, a 1987 federal 
law now mandates that a car’s vehicle 
identification number be stamped 
onto 14 parts (including transmissions, 
engines, doors and bumpers) of models 
most frequently stolen or stripped.

Project manager, then consolidate plans to acquire 
a small amount of adjacent property, then re¬ 
open the contract for bids. The Willdan Company 
will be paid $11,000 for the work it had accom¬ 
plished. 

On the Grandview paving project, the city was 
notified by the county that the project will be held 
up while public utilities are notified .so they can 
complete any work that is necessary before the 
roadway is repaved.

Mayor Clem Bartolai suggested that indivi¬ 
dual council members could write letters appealing 
for a speeding up of the process.

ORDINANCE NO. 1043 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MAORE 
ESTABLISNINO AN INTERIM 
DEVELOPMENT FEE FOR ALL NEW 
DEVELOPMENTS WITHIN THE CITY 
THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF SIERRA MAORE DOES HEREBY 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS. 

SECTION I. Section 7325 of th* 
Sierra Madre Municipal Code is 
added to read as follows: 

Section 7326. Purpose. In order to 
Implement the goals and ob¬ 
jectives of the General Plan of 
the City of Sierra Madre and pro¬ 
vide for a capital and fixed asset 
plan and to mitigate the cummula- 
tive impacts caused by new de¬ 
velopment in the City of Sierra 
Madre. The City Council has 
determln<>d that an interim 
development impact fee Is needed 
in order to finance these public 
Improvements and to pay for the 
development's fair share of the con¬ 
struction costs of these improve¬ 
ments. In establishing the fee 
described in the following Sections, 
the City Council has found the fee 
to be consistent with its General 
Plan and, pursuant to Government 
Code Section 659132 has considered 
the effects of the fee with respect 
to the City's housing needs as 
established in the Housing Ele¬ 
ment of the General Plan. A com¬ 
plete report and analysis will be 
developed and approved prior to 
January 1. 1989 to confirm and 
adjust the development fee. 
SECTION M. Section 7326 ol the 
Sierra Madre Municipal Code is 
added to read as follows; 

Section 7326. Limited Use of Fees 
The /evenues raised by payment 
ol this lee shall be placed in a 
separate and special account and 
such revenues, along with any 
intereai earnings on that account, 
than be used solely lo: 

(a) Pay lor Ihe City's future con-

SECTION IV Section 7328 of the 
Sierra Madre Municipal Code is added 
to read as follows; 

Section 7328 Fee Adjustments A 
developer of any project subject 
to the development fee may apply 
to the City Council for a reduc 
tion or adjustment of that fee. or 
a waiver of that tee. based on the 
absence of any reasonable relation¬ 
ship or ryexus between the com 
mulative impacts of that develop¬ 
ment and either the amount of 
the fee charged or the type of 
facilities to be financed Tne 
application shall be made m 
writing and filed with the City Clerk 
not later than (ij ten days prior 
to the public hearing on the devel¬ 
opment permit application for the 
project, or (2) if no development 
permit is required, at the time of 
the filing of the request for a build¬ 
ing permit The application shall 
stale in detail the factual basis 
for the claim of waiver, reduc 
tion. or adjustment The City 
Council Shall consider the applica¬ 
tion at the public hearing on the 
permit application or at a separate 
hearing held within 60 days after 
the filing of the fee adjusiment 
application, whichever is later The 
dacision of the City Council shall 
be final If a reduction, adjust- 
nyeni, or waiver is granted, any 
change m use within the project 
shall invalidate the waiver, adjust- 
ment or reduction of the fee 

SECTION V. Tfiis ordinance was 
adopted at a regular meeting of 
the City Council al which time the 
Council also considered the initial 
Development Impact Fee Resolution 
This fee shell apply to the issuance 
of any building permit, for any 
residential development issued 60 
days following this ordinance's 
passage and for all other types ol 
deveiopmeni 30 days following its 
passage. The ordinance shall be 
published or>ce within 15 days of its 
adoption in a newspaper of 
general circulation within the City 
of Sierra Madre 

SECTION VI The City Clerk ahali 
certify to Ihe adoption of ihia 
ordinaryce end shall cause the sarrye 
to ba putxiahed oryca to i/y# Sierra 
Madra News, a weekly newspaper 
of general circulation in tha City

Price appreciation, iow interest rates 
strengthen Caiifomia home resaie market 


Continued price ap¬ 
preciation and favorable 
interest rates were key 
factors behind the 
strength of Califor¬ 
nia’s resale home market 
during 1987, according 
to a report issued by 
the California Associa¬ 
tion of REALTORS 
(C.A.R.) 


In its “1987 Hou.sing 
Finance Survey,” an in- 
depth look at more than 
1200 home transactions 
complctcxl by REALTORS 
around the state, 
C.A.R. reported that 
the percentage of first- 
time homebuyers drop¬ 
ped last year as an 
extremely strong trade- 
up market bolstered 
overall activity. 

“Over the last four 
years, existing-home 


prices have steadily in- 
crea.sed,” said 1988 
C.A.R. President 
Dale Colby, a Glendora 
REALTOR. “Between 
1985 and 1987, for 
example, home prices 
appreciated by about 
18 percent. An increase 
of that magnitude made 
it more difficult for 
first-time buyers to afford 
a home last year. 

“However, at that 
level of price apprecia¬ 
tion, those who purcha.sed 
a home three or four 
years ago could afford 
to move up to a more 
expensive home,” added 
Colby. “Asa result, much 
of the strength of the 
California real estate 
market during 1987 
was derived from exist¬ 
ing homeowners who 


chose to take advantage • 
of lower mortgage rates 
and increased equity in 
their property.” 

The percentage of re¬ 
peat buyers increased 
during 1987 to 67.6 
percent, up from 61.2 
percent in 1986 and 

58.8 percent in 1985. 
The number of first-time 
buyers, meanwhile, 
declined to 32.4 'per¬ 
cent in 1987, down from 

38.8 percent 1986 
and 41.2 percent in 1985. 

Among those who sold 
homes during 1987, 70 
percent indicated they 
planned to purchase 
another home with the 
proceeds, the survey 
said. That figure was up 
from 66.9 percent in 
1986 and 56.4 percent in 
1984.
